Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Sept. 
I.— Strengthening himself and being 
strengthened against the supreme test 
when he is to take the stand to plead 
for his life, Henry Clay Beattie, jr. 
spent many long hours Sunday in con­ 
sultation with his lawyers. 
Jailor Bill Cogblll, exercising a kind 
discretion, unlocked the iron door of 
the gloomy little red brick jail behind 
the courthouse .and let the prisoner 
come out and sit undef the great 
w-hite oak. 
His father and brother 
soon came to join them, and all m orn­ 
ing and far into the afternoon the 
earnest group kept heads together. 
Bit by bit the lawyers went over every 
piece of damaging testimony that has 
been part of the strong case against 
the young man.

Mexico City, Sept. 4.—A day of riot­ 
ing in the streets of the capital, such 
as has not been w-ltnessed since the 
last few ilays of the Diaz regime, was 
marked

wounded, 
The situation is serious 
and a clash that may take the pro­ 
portions of a battle between Maderists 
and Reyes supporters i3 no$ improba­ 
ble. 
The volatile character of the popula­ 
tion is shown when it is stated that 
Sunday General Bernardo Reyes, can­ 
didate against Francisco I. Madero for 
president, w-as stoned and mobbed. 
A 
few months ago Reyes, in exile be­ 
cause of his opposition to Diaz, was a 
popular hero. Upon his return he was 
acclaimed by the populace as one of 
the saviors of the republic. 
He was 
an idol with w hat remained of the 
regular arm y and w-ith the troops from 
the northeastern part of the republic. 
In the principal thoroughfare of the 
city Sunday he was robbed of 3,000 
pesos and later stoned. 
The rioting 
betw-een Maderist mobs and support 
ers of Reyes, with the latter in the 
minority, continued until the troops 
fired. 
The execution In the closely 
packed streets was fearful. 
When 
the crowd was cleared away five bod 
ies were revealed stretched out. Some 
of the victims held missiles in their 
hands, others had been shot in the 
back as they fled. 
There were many 
wounded, how many is not know-n, as 
they w-ere taken away by friends.

PRACTICAL SIDE 


Chief Object of National Con­ 


gress at Kansas City. 


TOPICS 
FOB 
DISCUSSION. 


Secretary 
of War Stimson 
Will 
Es 
Among 
the 
Chief 
Speakers—The 
Farmer Will Be the Most Important 
Part of the Addresses. 


There will be little of the usual or­ 
biter of convention addresses and less of 
aratory at the national conservation 
congress in Kansas City Sept 25-28. 
Hie policy of tile executive committee 
Is to develop the practical side of the 
convention and to let theory enter 
only where it is necessary. The farmer 
m d his land are to be considered first, 
m d almost every subject to be dis­ 
cussed will pertain to practical agri­ 
culture, in this sense differing from 
any other conservation, congress held 
ap to this time. 
“The Country Child Versus the City 
Child” will be one of the subjects treat­ 
ed; another will be ‘‘Child Life on tho 
Farm;” another, ‘‘Co-operation Among 
Farmers.” Then there will be a series 
of subjects that will come under the 
general head of ‘‘The Rural Home,” 
“The Country School,” “The Country 
Church,” ‘‘The Community Library” 
and ‘ The Community Club.” 
Pertaining directly to the farmer will 
ne the m atter of “Soil Conservation.” 
which in its various phases will take 
up the major portion of the conven­ 
tion’s time. “The Farmer aud the Gov­ 
ernment,” “The Farmer and the Rail­ 
road” and "The Farmer and the Pos­ 
tal Service” will be treated on the sec- 
mid day of the convention. 
Under the head of “Transportation 
i i Farm Products” the secretary of 
▼ar, Henry L Stimson, will talk on 
‘The Farmer and the Navigable Riv- 
srs,” a subject of peculiar interest to 
the west and southwest at present, ow- 
Ejg to the movement now under way 
Ho revive the use of the Missouri River, 
as well as some of the western tribu­ 
taries to the Mississippi. 
Other subjects will be “The Live 
Stock Industry,” “The Farmers’ Insect 
Enemies” and “What Good Roads Do 
For the Farmer.” Practically all of 
Hie farmers west of the Missouri river 
are also stock growers, and as a class 
will Le termed stock farmers. The dis­ 
cussion of the “Live Stock Farmer 


and Soil Fertility” will be of special 
interest. This will be treated by Dr. 
Frederick B. Mumford, dean of the 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Missouri. 
In the same line ex-Gov- 
ernor W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin, the 
authority on dairying, will have a pa­ 
per on “Dairying and Soil Fertility.” 
Professor E. X. Ten Eyck of the Kan­ 
sas State Agricultural college will read 
a paper on “Methods of Cultivation” 
and Profess 
Cyrus G. Hopkins of the 
University of Illinois will talk on the 
“Wornout Soil.” Gifford Pinchot will 
talk on “The Country Life Movement.”

Re-enlisting in Washington in anotb 
f>r company at the outbreak of the civil 
war, he was in command of a squad of 
eighteen men who patrolled the head­ 
quarters on Pennsylvania avenue of 
General Winfield Scott, his command 
later being detailed to maintain th-, 
strict guard at the front of the White 
House. Ile was transferred and wk ii 
the Army of the Potomac saw man; 
hard battles. At Antietam he was 
wounded, later being captured and 
sent to the Belle Isle and Libby pris­ 
ons. After being exchanged he was 
made sergeant and saw service until 
the close of the war, at which time 
he was transferred to California. 
Ile was sent to Alaska In 1807 with 
the Fourteenth infantry. 
His family 
was with him in Alaska, and one of 
his children, born there in 1867, was 
the first white child born in Alaska un­ 
der the American flag. 


BIG ORDER FOR TORPEDOES. 


Navy Department Places One For 180 
With English Company. 
Torpedoes having gained iii popular 
ity with the naval authorities since 
the recent maneuvers off the New Eng 
land coast orders have been placed by 
the navy department with the White 
bend Torpedo company of England for 
180 torpedoes. Commander Volney O. 
Chase, who has been in command of 
the torpedo practice ship Montgomery, 
has been detached from that duty and 
ordered to England to persona ll}’ su­ 
perintend the construction of the tor 
Redoes. 
This is the largest order for torpe­ 
does that has ever been placed at one 
time by the American government, and 
approximately a year will be required 
for their manufacture and delivery. 
An order for IOO placed a year ago 


with the Bliss-Whitehead Torpedo com­ 
pany of Brooklyn is now about one- 
fourth delivered, and the remainder 
will be delivered by the 1st of next De­ 
cember. 
Owing to the excellent results ob­ 
tained with the destroyers and sub­ 
marines in the maneuvers on the New 
England coast further practice will be 
carried out by the battleships and tor­ 
pedo craft off the Virginia capes fol­ 
lowing the regular battle practice in 
September.
